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REMARKS 

Claims 1, 4-24 and 26 are in the application, with Claims 1, 4-6, 18 and 26 having been 
amended, and with Claims 2, 3 and 25 having been cancelled. Claims 1, 6, 10, 13 and 18 are the 
independent claims herein. No new matter has been added. Reconsideration and further 
examination are respectfully requested. 

It is noted with appreciation that claims 10-17 have been allowed and that claims 6-9, 23, 
24 and 26, as well as former claim 25, were found to recite allowable subject matter, although 
objected to as being dependent on rejected base claims. Claim 6 has been rewritten in 
independent form, without change in scope, and is accordingly believed to be allowable in its 
current form. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC 8 102(b) 

Claims 1, 5, 18-20 and 22 are rejected as being anticipated by Johnson et al. U.S. Patent 
No. 4,321,423 ("Johnson"). 

Claim 1 has been amended so as to incorporate therein the limitations of former claims 2 
and 3. As now presented, claim 1 is directed to an "apparatus" which includes "a circuit board", 
"a plurality of metal inserts" and "a heat sink having a plurality of mounting holes". Claim 1 
further provides that each of the inserts includes "at least one lower member soldered to the 
circuit board" and "an upper portion received in a respective one of the mounting holes of the 
heat sink and secured to the respective one of the mounting holes by a respective fastener". 
Claim 1 further specifies that "each of the fasteners is received within the upper portion of a 
respective one of the metal inserts" and "the upper portion of each of the metal inserts is swage- 
formed by the respective fastener to the respective one of the mounting holes of the heat sink". 

In explaining this rejection, particularly in regard to former claim 3 and the claim 
limitation pertaining to the upper portion of each insert being swage-formed by the respective 
fastener, the Examiner asserted that the fastener 9 in Johnson expands or swages the upper 
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portion of the cap 17 1 (FIG. 4 of the reference). It is respectfully submitted that the reference 
does not support the Examiner's reliance thereon in this regard. 

It appears from the reference that the cap 17 is pre-threaded to receive the bolt 9' (column 
4, lines 7-18). There is no discussion at this portion of the reference or elsewhere therein to 
teach or suggest that the cap 17 is in any way expanded or swaged by the bolt 9'. Rather, it 
appears that the cap 17 is a solid piece that fits the bolt 9' and would not be expanded or swaged 
thereby. It is therefore respectfully submitted that claim 1 , as now presented (and equivalent to 
former claim 3), is patentable over the reference, and that the rejection of claim 1 should be 
reconsidered and withdrawn. 

As to claim 18, which is the other rejected independent claim, it is noted that claim 18 
has been amended so as to be identical in scope to former claim 25. Since former claim 25 was 
found to recite allowable subject matter, it is submitted that claim 1 8 is now in condition for 
allowance. 

It is not believed that the other rejections stated in the Office Action present any issues 
that require further discussion. 



1 It is noted that the Examiner refers to caps "17a"; however, it is believed that reference numeral 17a actually 
denotes the shoulder or wide portion of the cap, and that the reference numeral which denotes the entire cap is 17.
